The  British  market  for  .Atncrican  apples  during  the  past  TJeek  as 
reflected  "by  the  Liverpool  ?. action  of  Wednesday,  I.larch  30,  sho'.vs  a  general 
iinp'rove-ent ,  according  to  quotations  calDled  "by  air.  Ed~in  Smith,  the  Depart- 
ment's Fr-ait  Specialist  in  Europe .    This  is  the  last  cable  from  Mr.  Smith 
on  the  Live.'-pooi  fruit  auctions  for  this  season.     Tliere  v/as  a  moderate  "but 
ii^proving  denand  for  "ba.rreled  stock  and  an  active  demand  for  good  condition 
"boxed  stock.    The  cond.'.vion  of  the  frait,  hcT^ever,  was  variable  to  poor. 
Supplies  in  general  v.ece  only  moderate. 

Virginia  Yellow  IJe^tovzns  topped  the  market ,  A-2|-  inch  sizes  rariging 
from  §7=r-0  to  $7-91  per  barrel  as  compared  v;ith  $6.35  to  $5.57  per  barrel 
last  veGi-     The  demand  for  Ivew  York  Ehode  Island  Gr-enings  also  showed  con- 
siderable improvement,  A-S?  inch  sizes  selling  a',  focm  $5.84  to  $5.81  as 
compared  with  1^5.11  to  J^5.47  last  week,  althaagh  the  fruit  was  only  in  fair 
condition.    Nev:  York  FaMwins  were  in  poor  color  and  a-orearance,  but  sold 
moderately  at  from  $5.35  to  $5.84  as  against  $4.r,2  to  S^:.87  last  week.  Hew 
York  3en  Davis  sold  moderately  at  last  week's  prices,  bc^t  Virginia  v7inesaps 
were  slighbly  lower  because  of  the  unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  fruit. 

Auction  sup-olies  of  Pacific  llorthwest  T7inesaps  are  light  but  stocks 
in  the  hands  of  jobbers  and  retailers  are  iieavjr.  a  result,  competition 

at  the  auction  was  dull.  Extra  Fancy  grades  in  good  condition,  sizes  163/175, 
selling  slowly  at  from  ^^2.68  to  $3,04  per  box  compared  with  $3.04  to  $3.23 
last  week.    Supplies  of  Oregon  Yello^  Ilewtowns  are  moderate,  but  a  consider- 
able proportion  of  the  consigrjaents   13    driving  in  a  bad  state  of  decay. 
The  demand  is  active  for  fruit  in  good  condition,  but  dull  on  low  grades. 
Extra  Fancy  f nit ,  sizes  153/175,  was  disposed  of  readily  at  from.  $3.55  to 
$3.89  per  box  as  compared  with  $3.59  to  $3.77  per  box  last  week, 

Slew  Zealand  boxed  apples  are  selling  at  from  $3.89  to  $4.58  per  case. 
Some  fruit  in  exceptionally  fine  condition  brought  even  higher  t)rices. 
Florida  grapefmit  rar^ed  from  $3.89  to  $5.08  per  box  this  week  as  against 
$4.38  to  $5.23  last  week.     Spanish  oranges  declined,  sellir.g  at  from  S3. 41 
to  $4,33  per  half-case  as  compared  with  $3.89  to  $5.84  last  week.  Jaffa 
oranges  are  bringing  from  $2.92  to  $3.89  per  case.
